At- 
torney General (filney, ox-Senator Ed- 
munds and man> other distinguished 
counsel in tho case? occupied seats at tho 
deak reserved for Vttornoys. The court 
room was crowdod.\ Mr. McMillin, Mr. 
Springer and aover^l other momhora of 
congress who had taken part in the en- 
actment of tho inctomc tax law were 
among thoso present^ Mr. Whitney ad- 
dressed himaelf to th«j question of uni- 
formity in taxation, ii» answflr to the 
charges that the incornp tax violated the 
principle of uniformity, lie contended 
that tuo limit of f4000\fuced by tho law 
was not'clasailication. \ If a subsequent 
congress had nought to Vumeml thu law 
by including thoso notj previously ux- 
euipted by the $4000 Unit, thia amend- 


-mimt would nodonbtbuKjaaiued against 


it, as it would apply to Jf'distinct class. 
Mr. Whitney reviewed 'prior decisions, 
insurance and other esiaea showing that 
tho interpretation of''thia court on elaa- 
alfication would not' apply to tho income 
tax. 
Concerning the exemptions allowed to 


contain corporation^, tho assistant at- 
torney general said it was moat sur- 
prising that this wart eot up aa a ground 
lor invalidating the tax. Ho road from 
numerous federal tils laws showing re- 
peated exemptione in the cases oi art 
HOcietioB and many other corporations. 


Tho court had sustained tho tax of 


manufacturing corporations in tho Dis- 
trict ol Columbia, building and loan as- 
sociations and Ravings companies woro 
frociuontly exemifted by law and given 
ipochil consideration. During the war 
the lawmakers oven exempted the mu- 
tual insurance company from the opera- 
tions of the general tax law. 


Mr. Whitney aaid that tho siiprotno 


court had already overruled tie conten- 
tion that tho taxation of land valiiQU and 
rental a as tho incomo tnx invalid. The 
•state- taxes wore against the land, and 
not against the individuals, but tho in- 
come tax was not againat the land, hut 
merely against tho total income of tho 
individuals. As this income came in 
part from tho land, it was merely an in- 
cident. 


Tho income tax ia in no sense a land 


tax. 
H is not on tho gross incomo from 


land nnd other sources but on net in- 
come. Mr. Whitney took up tho claim 
that tho federal government cannot tax

erty in existence, acquired or to be ac- 
quired, nut on a calling or the importa- 
tion of goods, hut in respect to the things 
which belong to the existence of prop- 
erty, while on indirect lax included all 
the rest aa referred to under the head of 
duties, imports and excises, which were 
heavy or light on each person deluding 
upon his will. 
"Do you not," asked Justice Brown, 
regard a tax that ia paid by a person as 


a direct tax?" and Mr. Edmunds as- 
sented. 


Aakod by Justice Shira to give a defini- 


tion of excise, he quoted Jacobs and 
Johnson, where tho latter Hays it is a 
"hateful Uflk," collected by "wretches." 


Justice Harlan suggested the defini- 


tion would lit his (Edmunds') idea of 
the income tax, to which Mr. Edmunds 
replied that it did in part. 


Mr. Edmunds closed flith a plea for 


equality in taxation. He declared it to 
be the mission of the supreme court, the 
tribunal of last resort, to correct such 
mistakes, and made a last appeal for a 
return to the principles of equality and 
uniform justice, even if in doing ao it 
became necessary for it to reverse a 
former decision. 


Mr. Edmunds closed at 3.30 and the 


court adjourned until tomorrow, as At- 
Urney General Olney, who-ia to speak 
next, stated that the hour left was not 
suilicient for him. Mr. Olnoy said in 
reply to n, question from the court that 
ho should not require more than an 
hour more of the time, while Mr. Carter, 
who is to follow, said he should desire 
to speak for about two hours, and Mr. 
Choate, who is to close, said he would 
probably ask for more time than two 
hours. 
It is probable, therefore, the 


argument will consume all the day and 
a largo part of Wednesday.

Theso provisions, ho said, were trite 


and yet it eccmcd neceBsary in these 
days with such legislation before ua to re- 
call those constitutional bulwarks against 
an evasion of private rights. In a ques- 
tion of thin gravity, he would feel ilia- 
poHCd to ask tho court not only to pursue 
precedents and follow them in thia mat- 
ter, hut to go back and rule upoti the en- 
tire subject so vital to sustaining private 
rights. 
The worst tyranny of history was that 


which cftine in tho guise of a relief. He 
llrst spoke of the action of congress in 
endeavoring to take away /rum 
the 


courts tho right to appeal for protection 
aa was the case in tlia income tax law. 
He did not think the time had come 
when there should bo no longer an ap- 
peal to the courts from the acts of con- 
gress. 
It was beyond thefurctionof congress 


to pass an act that would atrip the 
courts of their rights, and this was just 
as truo as to the rights of the citizen aa 
to those of the courts. Speaking of the 
income tax law, ho referred to the pro- 
vision that, tho taxpayer waa required to 
make his returns to deputy collectors. 
He said the deputy was nob recognized 
as a legitimate otlicerunder the constitu- 
tion. He did not mean to dwell ou 
that, but merely to refer to it in passing 
.as one of the points of vice which blos- 
somed in the garden of the last congress. 
He criticized many other points of the 
law providing for tho collection of the 
taxes, pointed out that it left no room 
for resort or appeal to the courts, but 
left to the revenue officers tho adjust- 
ment; who, he aa id, were not only tho 
final judges, but the inquisitors as well. 
" It is true," he said, " that these re- 


turna are to be regarded as confidential, 
but how are we to know they will always 
be treated BO? la it not possible they 
may be treated, IB it not poss:ble they 
maybe handled, for instance,''like the 
confidence of the United States senate?" 


Mr. Edmunds then reviewed the case 


heretofore decided, which has been re- 
(erred to in tho previous argument, and 
diacuasetl the points involved at length. 
He waa referring to the Hilton case, in- 
Tolving the tax on carriages, when Chief 
Juatico Fuller called hie attention to the 
fact that Hilton had an unusnal number 
of carriages, 125 as he remembered. 
" Unusual in numbers, yes," Mr. Ed- 


munds asserted," but ho possesses them 
aa many persons posaeas virtue and 
glory.

Mr. Carnegie's review of the tariff in 


general ia a very conservative one, but 
the tnbject haa seldom been more^bly 
handled, and the free traders arc wel- 
come to all the comfort they find in it. 
The fundamental features of a tariff as 
he would adjust it may be summed up 
as follows: 


Butiea should be collected 
chiefly 


from foreign luxuries used by the ex- 
travagant rich class without regard to 
free trade or protection, but primarily 
for revenue. These luxuries embrace 
two-thirds of alt tariff revenue, inere 
should be no income tax in a time of 


Established industries should not be 
subjected frequently to violent changes, 
but should be given time to adjustthem- 
eelvea to new conditions. A reduction 
of more than one-half oi the duty at on« 
time upon an article ia inexpedient and 
even dangerous. 
Beoiprocity, judging from what has 


already been done, is the best step that 
can be taken to extendOIK foreign trade, 
and the policy should be restored. 


The bounty upon home-grown sugar 


should not yet be abandoned, for it is 
not yet proved conclusively that the 
growth of beet and sorghum sugar can- 
n»t finally be developed sufficiently to 
give us a home Bupply upon favorable 


The* tariff once settled, there should 


be tariff legislation only in the second 


. year after each census, except in an 
emergency like the present when a defi- 
ciemcy in the national revenues and 
wand policy require additional sums to 
be collected from such imports as are 
luxuries of the extravagant rich, and not 
the necessaries of life of the frugal poor. 


Aside from ita failure to provide a auf- 


flciant revenue for the necessities of the 
.government, the chief objection to tbe 
D«W tariff ia the fact that it more largely 
reduces the cost of the luxuries of the 
rich than the necessities of the poor, and 
raises large amounts oi revenue from 
foreign products not produced in thin 
country in any considerable amount, 
thereby, an in the case of sugar, increas- 
ing the coat to consumers without a cor- 
responding benefit to tbe producer. 
These features of the new tariff, in con- 
nection with the striking down of reci- 
procity, make its revision an absolute 
necessity, but, like all tariff legislation, 
TO believe that it should be made upon 
H conservative lines aa possible in order 
to remedy its fatal defects. 


Radical and frequent changes of the 


tariff must become a thing of the paet. 
'The stability of buaineflfl demands this 
imperatively, and if it cannot be had in 
•ay other way it may, as Carnegie Bug- 
£**•. become necessary to fix tariff en- 
Mbnents for a term of yeara, probibit- 
!»( changes at any other time unless 
Made unavoidably necessary for the 
pupate of revenue.

Tho motion of the district attorney to 


dismiss the information against W. G. 
Liino wus yesterday denied by Judge 
Carter, who bunded down a written 
opinion setting forth the grounds for the 
ruling of tho court.

lUt attempting to detail the evidonce, 
^here is, in my opinion, ample evidence, 
after rejecting that which the supreme 
court held to be erroneous, to warrant 
and maintain conviction for the crime of 
manslaughter at least, if not for any 
greater offense. 
In view of thia fact, I 


do not feel that it ia my duty to dismiss 
so grave a charge until I am convinced 
that it is not probable that evidence can- 
not bo produced at tho trial. 


There does not appear to have been 


any effort by either party to bring the 
matter to trial since the filing of the re- 
mittur from the supreme court, January 
4,1894, and until this motion was made, 
I was not aware that snub a case wus 
ponding in this court. 
It ia suggested by the district attorney 


that it will not be possible to procure the 
attendance o( the witnesses; that one, 
I believe, is dead, and tho others scat- 
tered and their whcrmbouta unknown. 
But in this I am disposed to believe that 
ho under rates tho capacity of the sher- 
iff to perform tho duties of hia o(Iii:o. 
Hut even if it he impossible to secure ilie 
attendance of any one or more of the 
witnesses, it appears that tho deposi- 
tions of all tho witnesses who knew any- 
thing about the fuels, wero taken at tho 
preliminaryexuiiiinatioii, ami appear lo 
ho in regular form, tuul tho law provides 
for juat tlio c iso thut haa been suggested 
by authorizing tho use of these dopost- 
tionB when tlio witnesses aro dead, in- 
sane, or cannot, with due diligimcu, bo 
found in tho state.

Estimate. 


EDITOH IlKrciiMCAS: — When J. C. 


Stnbbs tells the public that tho fniii 
growers of California madfl $27 per aero 
on fruit shippi-d laot year or year be- 
fore, he is mistaken, and mistaken for a 
•manifold purpose. First, ho wnnfp (o 
excuse himself and hia confederates for 
fastening upon us his infamous and pro- 
hibitory rate of $503 por car, and in tho 
next place ho wants to trv to justify 
himself in the oyce of the' public for 
maintaining a rate that is fast destroy- 
ing the green fruit industry of thia 
coast. 


I have had fifteen years' experience 


as a grower, a buyer and a shipper over 
Mr. Stubbs' ronds, and I can toll Mr. 
Ktubha that not one fruit grower out of 
fifty in this county has come out even 
on their fruit shipments during the past 
two years. Thin "nntocratot the freight 
department" (as Col. Huntigton calls 
Stubba) knows very well that'Californiu. 
fruit ban declined rapidly in price, in 
the Extern market within the past few 
yearn; and that when live hundred 
dollaru per car iu taken ol'i for freight 
there ia nothing left for tho grower. But 
what carts Mr. Klubbe, if the grower 
toils and nwcnU, nnd goos hungry and 
half clad, so hia master gets money to 
build mil roads in Mexico, palaces in 
Kew York and Son Francisco, and can 
live in all the splendor of royalty? But 
llko tho Siiylock of old, Mr. Stulibs will 
•continue to demand his pound of Jlosh, 
his twenty thousand a year, wrung from 
tho au Herring farmers.

Harry Thuaon Tells His Story ot 


the Shooting. 


A statement in connection with the 


shooting of Harry Thuson, the colorci 
waiter, by Charles l*rown,tho colored 
Bhott-bluek, was made by Thuson on 
Sunday afternoon. 
Ho waa asked i; 


there was not u colored woman con- 
cerned in the matter, and after souio 
hesitation ho said that it might bo that 
Brown was jealoua on account of hi; 
having taken iv colored woman minted 
Laura Stegall twice to theshow. Brown 
had been keeping company with her. 
About two months oroviouslv when ho 
(Thuson) was taking a drink in a saloon 
with another man Brown spoke otton- 
flively to him and threatened to fill him 
with load. On a subsequent occasion 
Itrown tt^iiin threatened him, ami after 
that, Tbnsoa said, be always took the 
opposite aide of tho street when ho had 
occasion to go ;»ast Brown's stand. 


Ttmsou continued that on Saturday 


night he was with a man named Mats soy 
and went to Uie TivoH for a drink. 
Brown came up and using an insulting 
expression asked Masaey why he went 
around with Thuson. The expression 
was applied to Thuson, who struck at 
Itrown and the light was a ehort but 
lively one, ending in the principals go- 
ing down together, with Thuaon upper- 
moat. Bystanders separated them, but 
they released Brown, who thereupon 
drew a revolver and began firing at 
Thuaon. The latter was under the im- 
pression tbat only one bullet hit him, 
but it is known that three struck him 
and two of them lodged in his body. 


The bullet which it was known was 


liable to prove fatal to Thuson entered 
just below tho eleventh rib, near the 
spine. Theoretically, its course would 
be through the supra-renal capsule, tho 
pancreas, the lower portion of 
itomach and the trausverse colon. 


It was not till yesterday afternoon that 


symptoms, appeared indicating a fatal 
termination. 
The doctors in attendance 


agreed that in all probability the largo 
intestine bad been cut by tho bullet, ami 
;hey decided that the desperate opera- 
tion known as "laparotomy" offered tho 
only possible chance of saving the man'H 
ife. 
S. J. Hinde, tho attorney engaged to 


lefend Brown, askul the d'octora to per- 
form tho operation if in their judgment 
it was indispensible. 


At 7 p. ai. ThuBon was sleeping. Up 


;o that time nothing had been done in 
the line of taking his ante-mortem state- 
ment, but District Attorney Snow had 
made all tho arrangements to do so on 
short notice. It waa evident oven nt 7 
I'clpck that Thuson bad undergone a 
rapid cbangti for tho worse. 


An application was made yesterday by 


Attorney Hinds to admit Brown to bail, 
nit in consequence of tho doubts ca to 
Thuson'a condition the matter was con- 
inuod till today by Justice St. John.
